11a  tells 
os  that  in  Norway,  oat  of  ten  thousand 
bora,  rather  more  than  one  out  of  three 
reaches  tbe  age  of  seventy ;  in  England, 
one  out  of  four;  in  the  United  Slates,  if 
both  sexes  be  computed,  less  then  one  out 
of  four;  in  France,  leu  than  one  out  of 
eight,  and  iu  Ireland,  leu  than  one  oat  of 
eleven,  and  he  adds  this  significant  compu¬ 
tation,  based  on  what  may  be  called  the 
commercial  view  of  the  vital  question.  In 
producing  dead  machinery  the  coat  of  all 
that  is  broken  in  tbe  making  is  charged  to 
the  cost  of  that  which  is  completed.  If  we 
estimated  by  this  same  role  th)  cost  of 
rearing  children  to  manhood,  if  we  calcu¬ 
late  up  the  number  of  years  lived  by  those 
who  fell  with  the  years  of  those  who  passed 
successfully  to  manhood,  there  would  t^e 
found  between  the  two  extremes  presented

*  TRR  SCHOOL  TRUSTEE  ELECTION. 

Two  or  three  advantages  are  gained  by  the 
chanf e  of  time  ft»r  the  electron  of  School 
Tmeses,  as  announced,  in  last  week's  issue 
•f  The  Record. 

The  Trustees  term  of  office  begins  imnie- 
diatejy  upon  their  election.  This  enables 
them  to  obtain  some  familiarity  with  their 
doliaR  b»  fore  the  opening  of  another  school 
mr  They  can  thus  learn  what  qualifica- 
tionsare  needed  ia  the  teachers  and  can  by 
that  means  select  those  for  the  coming  year 
more  Intelligently  and  with  more  discrimina¬ 
tion. 

It  will  enable  them  to  secure  for  an 
•thee  year  the  services  of  such  teachers  os 
they  wish  to  retain.  Last  year  several  val 
uablfi  teacher*  were  lost  for  the  sole  reason 
that  they  had  already  been  engaged  else 
where. 

Th|e  earlier  election  of  the  Trustee*  will 
also  give  such  teachers  as  are  not  to  be  re 
quashed  to  remain  in  their  present  positions 
more  timely  notification  of  their  dismissal 
This  will  leave  them  a  much  better  oppor* 
tunity  for  seeking  situations  elsewhere. 

The  taking  of  the  school-census  has  also 
bceik  changed  from  September  to  May.  It  is 
thought  that  at  this  time  of  year  it  will  be 
maefe  likelier  to  be  correct,  as  in  September 
many  of  the  children  have  not  as  yet  return¬ 
ed  from  the  Summer  resorts. 

T|e  conduct  ^f  the  8chools  during  the 
past  year  lias  been  emlaenlly  satisfactory 
and  the  composition  of  the  School  Board  will 
undoubtedly  remain  substantially  the  same.

iug  in  the  city.  He  slated  that  tbe  effect 
of  jrou  Hhutters  was  to  confine  a  fire  within 
a  bnildiug,  preventing  the  firemen  from 
gaining  access  there  until  it  becomes  a  rag¬ 
ing  furnace  within,  resulting  in  a  fire  that 
could  not  be  controlled.  This  is  also  the 
experience  of  all  veteran  firemen,  and  they 
are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  iron 
shutters  have  caused  greater  losses  than 
they  have  ever  prevented.  We  hare,  says 
the  Fireman' $  Journal,  frequently  given  ex¬ 
pression  to  this  opinion  iu  these  columns, 
and  are  glad  to  hare  the  foci  so  emphati¬ 
cally  repeated  by  so  good  an  authority  a* 
Mr.  Ederbrook.  He  suggests  that  they 
might  be  of  service  in  narrow  streets  in 
protecting  a  building  from  a  fire  raging  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  street,  but  when 
employed  for  this  purpose  they  should  be 
left  open  habitually,  and  only  closed  when 
danger  is  imminent.  A  for  better  protec¬ 
tion,  however,  is  a  solid  abutter  made  of 
wood  and  lined  on  both  sides  with  tin.  It 
would  resist  fire  longer  than  iron,  and  will 
uot  break  or  shrink  away  from  its  position 
aud  give  access  to  the  flam's.  The  soouer 
iron  shutters  arc  abolished  the  better  it 
will  b©  for  property-owners,  aud  the  more 
effectively  wi  1  the  firemeu  be  enabled  to  do 
their  work.

The  Government  inspectors  of  lightning- 
rods  in  Euglaud  have  drawn  public  atten¬ 
tion  to  tbe  following  points,  as  essential  to 
protection  and  safety':  The  necessity  of 
using  conductors  with  the  smallest  possible 
number  of  joints,  aud  these  joints  carefully 
soldered  ;  tbe  ndvautage  ol  multiple  points ; 
tho  necessity  of  using  larger  earth  connec¬ 
tions  than  is  now  usual,  and  of  making 
some  of  them  deep  and  some  shallow  the 
superiority  of  iron  over  copper  conductors, 
the  unreliability  of  the  so  called  “  safe  cir¬ 
cle"  advocated  by  some  electricians;  the 
desirableness  of  providing  a  horizontal  col¬ 
lecting  conductor  near  the  ground,  to  con¬ 
nect  the  various  earths  with  all  tbe  con¬ 
ductors,  rain  water  pipes,  Ac. ;  and  the 
need  of  periodical  inspection  and  of  testing 
the  conductors  electrically  wheu  they  are 
properly  put  up.  For  general  purposes, 
the  object  will  be  attained  by  an  iron  wire 
rope  six  pounds  to  the  yard,  and  three 
p<mLds  per  yard  when  carried  over  the 
house  to  two  “  earth*  **  on  opposite  aide*.
